Report  of  the  Executive  Committee. 


FNURING  the  year  1929  the  usefulness  of  the  Homes  was  fully  main- 
tained.  Twelve  patients  were  resident  at  the  Homes  and  under 
continuous  treatment,  while  three  patients  whose  disease  was  in  a  non- 
infective  phase  were  treated  as  out-patients.  Two  new  patients  were 
admitted,  namely  a  lad  aged  eighteen  who  contracted  the  disease  in  this 
country  from  his  father  who  came  from  India  suffering  from  it,  and  a 
young  man  of  Irish  nationality  who  came  to  this  country  from  Singapore 
at  the  age  of  twelve,  and  developed  leprosy  twro  years  later.  One  patient, 
a  genial  old  sea  captain  died,  much  regretted,  during  the  year  and  was 
interred  in  the  cemetery. 

Certain  of  the  cases  have  shown  improvement  during  this  year,  while 
in  others  the  disease  appears  to  remain  stationary,  or  to  be  even  retro¬ 
gressive  in  spite  of  every  advantage  of  medical  skill,  and  the  employment 
of  recent  remedies  and  technique.  Unfortunately  a  specific  cure  for 
leprosy  has  not  yet  materialised,  and  at  the  present  time  the  benefits  to 
be  derived  from  residence  in  the  Homes  depends  not  so  much  on. specific 
treatment  and  drugs  as  on  nutritious  food,  hygienic  surroundings,  and  the 
unfailing  sympathy  and  devoted  care  of  Mother  Clare  and  the  Sisters  of 
St.  Giles. 

During  1929  no  important  structural  alterations  have  been  necessary 
in  the  premises,  but  there  has  been  the  usual  expenditure  in  upkeep  ;  the 
farm  buildings  required  re-tarring,  the  Community  House  re-painting,  the 
bungalow  roofs  stripping  and  fitting,  and  the  electrical  plant  repairing. 

It  is  with  great  regret  that  the  Committee  announce  the  resignation 
of  the  Revd.  W.  G.  Illingworth,  the  Chaplain  of  the  Homes  during  the 
last  few  years,  and  they  wish  to  put  on  record  their  deep  appreciation 
of  his  devoted  service.  He  has  been  succeeded  by  the  Revd.  A.  W.  Tadball 
who  takes  office  on  March  1st,  1930. 
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The  Committee  again  desire  to  express  their  thanks  to  Her  Highness 
and  the  Fellowship  for  the  magnificent  work  they  have  done  during  the 
year  in  providing  comforts  and  needs  for  the  patients  and  Sisters,  and  in 
substantially  augmenting  the  General  bunds.  A  reference  to  the  Fellow¬ 
ship  Report,  herein  incorporated,  will  show  the  value  and  extent  of  their 
splendid  work.

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Report  of  the  Committee. 


PHE  work  of  the  Fellowship  during  1929  has  been  carried  on  without 
any  very  striking  events.  This  fact,  perhaps,  makes  the  steady 
level  of  the  collections  a  case  for  special  congratulation. 

In  ever)7  district  we  find  the  number  of  regular  subscribers  not  only 
maintained  but  slowly  increasing,  and  are  thereby  enabled  to  meet  the 
many  pathetic  appeals  for  help  which  come  from  time  to  time  from 
the  Homes. 

We  have  to  record  that  Father  Vernon's  place  as  Warden  has  been 
filled  by  Father  Deakin,  whose  interest  in  the  Fellowship  has  been 
unvaryingly  keen  since  its  foundation.  As  we  all  know,  he  has  lent  his 
Church  every  year  for  our  Quiet  Day,  but  probably  we  do  not  all  know 
that  he  was  one  of  those  who,  with  his  advice,  assisted  in  drawing  up 
the  rules  of  the  Fellowship  at  its  inception.  We  feel  sure  that  he  will 
greatly  promote  our  expansion  and  usefulness.  It  is  hoped  that  it  may 
be  possible  to  form  at  least  one  new  Branch  this  year  to  enable  us  to 
meet  the  ever-increasing  needs  of  St.  Giles. 

The  Annual  Meeting  this  year  was  not  quite  so  well  attended  as 
usually,  but  when  allowance  is  made  for  the  terrific  downpour  of  rain 
through  which  we  had  to  make  our  way,  we  ought  perhaps  to  feel  that 
the  attendance  really  showed  wonderful  enthusiasm. 

The  Fellowship,  after  meeting  all  its  ordinary  obligations,  has  with 
great  pleasure  handed  over  the  sum  of  £600  to  the  Central  Executive 
for  general  upkeep,  and  wishes  to  thank  very  heartily  all  those  whose 
splendid  efforts  have  enabled  them  to  do  so  much.

We  owe 
her  a  deep  debt  of  gratitude,  and  feel  that  Mrs.  Le  Breton,  who  has 
kindly  promised  to  succeed  her,  will  find  a  thoroughly  organised  system 
established. 

On  the  eve  of  going  to  press  we  have  received  the  news  of  the  death 
of  Sir  Lewis  Coward,  K.C.,  whose  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Fellowship 
has  been  unfailing,  and  whose  invaluable  advice  was  ungrudgingly  placed 
at  the  disposal  of  the  Committee.  His  loss  will  be  a  heavy  one,  and  it 
will  be  hard  to  find  so  gracious  and  tactful  an  adviser.
